Mr. Morgan, which was then before the 
board, be at least laid over until, his 
reasons for his discrimination against 
colored people coald be learned. Mr. 
Monfort was one of the men they called 
on. At the next meeting of, the board 
of education he voted to rappoint Mr. 
Morgan in a pile of the protests of the 
colored men. 


"At the time the colored men of the 


oity vowed that if he ever came before 
the people they would vote against him, 
and they are determined to do so. 


"William Clay, a prominent colored 


leader, said when asked about Mr. 
Monfort: 'I shall not vote for him be- 
cause I believe that they did my race 
an injury by voting to retain Mr. Mor- 
gan as superintendent of. schools. 
I 


cannot vote for a man who over our 
protest voted to retain in office a man 
who is an enemy to the colored race.' 


"B. S. Howe, another well-known 


colored man, said: 'I fear that Mr. 
Monfort grossly insulted my race by 
voting to retain Mr. Morgan in office 
against the wishes of all the colored 
people in the oity. 
I believe that by 


voting for Mr. Morgan, Mr. Monfort 
endorsed the attitude which that gen- 
tleman baa taken in the matter of col- 
ored teachers in the schools, and has 
declared himself unfriendly to my race. 
The colored men of Ohio can no longer 
be voted like so many aheep, but they 
are going to exercise thei: right of 
franchise for their betterment,• and will 
vote against Mr. Monfort' for 
thia 


reason.' 


"W. H. Baltimore, a distinguished 


minister, who is the pastor of a Walnut 
Hills church, said that he would vote 
against Mr. Munford because he be- 
lieves that it is for the best interests 
of his race to do so. He also declared 
that he will vote the entire fusion 
ticket, as he thinks that the men who 
are on it are friendly to the colored 
race and will do more for their better- 
ment and advancement than the Be- 
publican ringeteM who have no use for 
the colored men except at election 
time."

urer Traoy has condensed the list this 
year in order to save a'few dollars to 
the taxpayers.' On the other hand, he 
managed to draw a salary lor the past 
year, ending August 31st, 1896, of |8,- 
937.00. 
A man who draws suohan 


enormous salary certainly ought to TJB 
able to lay an intelligent tabular state- 
ment of taxes'before the taxpayers, as 
previous treasurers have done for a 
mnoh smaller salary. 


Parson Traoy had better left the job 


of condensing alone and copied after 
his predecessors. As a condenser he is 
an utter failure and a perfect fraud.

When 
Hickman was arrested it was on a war- 
rant from 'Squire Stewart's court, in 
Clay township. 
HB was placed in jail 


on Monday, and on Tuesday the matter 
waa brought before the special grand 
jury called to consider the Helt case. 
An indictment for cutting with intent 
to kill was found. 
The sheriff did not 


think it necessary to take the prisoner 
before 'Squire Stewart for anaign- 
ment after the indictment was returned, 
thinking that perhaps it might ^compli- 
cate matters and work detriment to 
the state's case at final trial.

Now Stewart 
is red hot and declares he will have 
Hickman arraigned in his contt or re- 
sign his office.

known law firm, anxious to make this 
a test case.
